Now, however, we are being advised that an apath­ 
etic, luke-warm kind ol patriotism is more up-to-date, 
th at it fits present neeus more comfortably. We can 
„ .well im agine what would iiave happened in 1776 11 
th at kind of patriotism had prevailed. Bui even then, 
there were the cautious and the doubters! John Han- 
-cock, who later was the first to sign his name 011 the 
-Declaration of Independence, was. in the beginning, 
" ‘dubious. Because the colonies were disorganized and 
had no trained militia nor any real source of money, 
he warned the patriots to go slowly lest, in signing 
the Declaration of Independence, they bring down 
Upon them selves the lull wrath ol the British Empire. 
Then, John Adams made his famous “sink or swim, 
lfve or die, survive or perish” speech, and the conven­ 
tion adopted the resolution later signed as the Declar­ 
a tio n of Independence. 
Our Founding Fathers knew that freedom would be 
had only at a great price. Yet. they willingly, know­

The great opportunity for Americans today is to 
bring about a rebirth of freedom in this land we love, 
to rekindle the coniidence in tiie talents God has be­ 
stowed on us. II we continue the tendency to look to 
governm ent rather than within ourselves xor strength 
and security, we shall lose not only what is left ot 
our liberty but also our very form of government as 
well. 
The American Constitution has been called by out­ 
siders the most remarkable document ever devised by 
m an. Upon this document rests our treedom; for it 
establishes the system under which we here in Amer­ 
ica live. And it is the best system because it guaran­ 
tees freedom 
Now, however, wc are being advised that an apath­ 
etic, luke-warm kind of patriotism is more up-to-date, 
th at it fits present needs more comfortably. We can 
well im agine what would have happened in 1776 if 
th at kind of patriotism had prevailed. But even then, 
there were the cautious and the doubters! John Han- 
-cock, who later was the first to sign his name on the 
•Declaration of Independence, was. in the beginning, 
dubious. Because the colonies were disorganized and 
*had no trained militia nor any real source ol money, 
he warned the patriots to go slowly lest, in signing 
the Declaration of Independence, they bring down 
ttpon them selves the lull wrath of the British Empire. 
Then, John Adams made his famous “sink or swim, 
lfve or die, survive or perish" speech; and the conven­ 
tion adopted the resolution later signed as the Declar- 
Tition ol Independence. 
Our Founding Fathers knew that freedom would be 
had only at a great price. Yet., they willingly, know­ 
ingly, gladly, and with the full and burning tire of pa­ 
triotism , pledged their lives to the cause of freedom 
Todfty, with many of our government officials advo­ 
catin g lukewannism . it is well that we take hold once 
more the toreflfoi f reedom with burning hands of pa 
tridtjsm. T heir * ia\ bt a higliei price tag on preserv- 


ing it than there was for the Founding Fathers to gain 
it in tne first place. But it is our obligation to preserve 
what they gave us. And it can t be done by half-way 
measures and lukewarnn attitudes. 
Thomas Jefferson, in his first inaugural address, 
outlined the kind of policy needed today. He called for: 
“Equal and exact justice to all men, ol whatever state 
or persuasion, religious or political, peace, commerce 
and honest friendship with all nations . . . entangling 
alliances with none; the support ol the State govern­ 
ments in all their rights, as the most competent ad­ 
ministrations lor our domestic concerns, and the sur­ 
est bulwarks against antirepublican tendencies; (and) 
the preservation of the general government in its 
whole constitutional vigor, as the sheet anchor ot our 
peace at home and our safety abroad.”
